A new sales tax on services for exempt clients? 


Many architecture firms are currently 
undergoing Massachusetts sales/use tax 
audits. The liability resulting from these 
audits can be punishing, since the audits 
cover all years after 1965 and the assess- 
ments include interest at 18% and penal- 
ties. Many firms may be under the impres- 
sion that they are not liable for sales/use 
taxes; however, a significant area of 
vulnerability for architecture and engineer- 
ing firms is the treatment of “reimbursable 
expenses’ on projects for tax-exempt 
organizations (such as hospitals and 
universities) and government agencies. 


Most firms have not been paying sales/use 
tax on expenses [that] will be reimbursed 
by tax-exempt organizations. [We are] 
currently handling sales/use tax audits for 
five of our architectural clients. In arguing 
our case with the auditor, we pointed out 
that the treatment of these reimbursable 
expenses was a long-standing, industry- 
wide practice, and that the tax-exempt 
organizations themselves would not pay 
the sales tax when passed through to them 
because of their exempt status. We further 
maintained that architects were in fact 
acting as agents for their tax-exempt 
clients or, alternatively, that many of these 
reimbursable expenses were consumed in 
the construction of the project and, 
therefore, were exempt. 


When the auditor proved intractable, a 
meeting was requested with Bernie 
Crowley, [Massachusetts’] Deputy Com- 
missioner of Audit. The meeting took place 
in August with representatives [of] six 
architecture firms. The Department of 
Revenue agreed that [it] never ruled 
explicitly on this issue and agreed to clarify 
[its] position after considering the evidence 
presented during and after the meeting. 


The Department recently issued a letter 
stating [its] conclusions. It is the position of 
the Massachusetts Department of Rev- 
enue that these reimbursable expenses 
are subject to sales/use taxes because 
architects and engineers are not consid- 
ered contractors engaged in the construc- 
tion of buildings for exempt organizations; 
any materials and supplies purchased by 
architects and engineers are used in 
providing services and are, therefore, 
subject to taxation whether or not these 
expenses are reimbursed by an exempt 
organization. 


In light of the Department's statement of 
position, we recommend that [architects] 
re-examine [their] firms’ policies in this 
area. If you are not currently paying sales 


tax on reimbursable expenses, we advise 
you to begin paying the tax, or have the 
supplier bill the tax-exempt organization 
directly for the costs in question. 


It is clear that the Department of Revenue 
is insensitive to the inequity of this 
situation and blind to the economic effect 
of its policy on not only the architectural 
community but also on tax-exempt 
organizations. Although the Department of 
Revenue's focus is presently on architec- 
ture firms, we are concerned that it is only 
a matter of time before [it] audits engineer- 
ing firms and makes similar assessments. 


We are presently reviewing that response 
of the Department of Revenue and, along 
with others active in [serving] the architec- 
ture/engineering field, we are preparing 
technical responses. . . .In addition, we are 
discussing and formulating a strategy to 
proceed on both a technical and possibly 
political level. We will keep you informed 
on this very important issue.

ARE prep starts now 


In 1992 the BSA and the Boston Architec- 
tural Center are jointly administering ARE 
refresher courses and the Mock Exam for 
the Building Design portion of the ARE 
(Architectural Registration Exam). Candi- 
dates for the building design ARE benefit 
because our mock exam simulates the 
actual ARE. A grading session with several 
jurors occurs on a weeknight following the 
exam. George Terrien AIA, President of 
the BAC and past-President of NCARB, 
also offers a post-mortem review for the 
Building Design and the Site Design 
Exams. Terrien will use examples from 
previous ARE exams to illustrate why 
candidates passed or failed. In addition to 
the Mock Exam, refresher courses will be 
offered for all portions of the ARE exam. 
These begin January 28. 


In a BSA post-exam survey, 75% of the 
respondents who participated in the 12- 
hour mock exam passed the Building 
Design Exam (the national pass rate was 
20%).

BSA Board takes on the 
hard issues. . . and some 
pleasant ones 


BSA President Richard Bertman FAIA 
reports regularly in this column on actions 
taken by the BSA Board of Directors. 


As the BSA continues to strain under the 
weight of the mortgage on The Architects 
Building, the Board in recent months has 
been taking a variety of practical steps to 
reduce that burden. As | write this column 
in early November, the Board prepares for 
the annual BSA Members Business 
Meeting at Build Boston, which will include 
a discussion of the continuing impact of 
The Architects Building on the BSA. 


In more pleasant news, the BSA Board 
adopted a recommendation in September 
to merge the Boston Exports Design 
Awards Program with the Architectural 
Honor Awards Program. The Exports 
Awards Program was established in 1977 
to honor work done outside of Boston. The 
intent was to complement the Harleston 
Parker Award, which focused on projects in 
the greater Boston area. When the BSA 
established the Architectural Honor Awards 
a few years ago, its all-inclusive nature 
made the Exports Awards Program no 
longer necessary. 


The Exports Awards program was created 
in part, to honor former BSA member 
Charles Hilgenhurst AIA. The top award in 
the Architectural Honor Awards program 
will now be referred to the Charles 
Hilgenhurst Award for Design Excellence. 


In other action taken during a busy Fall, the 
BSA Board: 


* Endorsed a recommendation submitted 
by Robert Sturgis FAIA to take a strong 
stand against PACs, political interest 
groups used to funnel money to electoral 
candidates; the Sturgis proposal includes 
an attempt to offer this recommendation as 
a resolution at the national AIA Convention 
in Boston in June; 


* The Board endorsed a recent white paper 
titled “Mark-to-Market: An Alternative 
Approach” prepared for the Real Estate 
Finance Association by real-estate financial 
advisor Richard Bonz; the paper urges a 
more realistic approach to identifying 
market value of real estate in a recession 
economy — the intent is to stimulated 
lending (and thus the economy) by more 
realistically appraising real estate; for a 
copy of this paper, send an SASE for 52¢ 
to REFA White Paper, BSA, 52 Broad St., 
Boston 02109 (non-members enclose $5 
for handling charges). 


¢ The Executive Director and | also have 
been representing the BSA for the past six 
months in a new coalition of industry 
associations focusing on legislative issues, 
streamlining the permitting processes, and 
related efforts designed to strengthen the 
industry; this effort has been comple- 
mented by a special initiative led by Board 
Members Jack Williams AIA and Barry 
Korobkin AIA to enhance the impact 
architects have on the shaping of public 
policy in recession. 


¢ On the international stage, Board 
Members Antonio DiMambro AIA and Tony 
Platt AIA have begun an effort to revive the 
“Team Ten” model of international archi- 
tectural dialogue. 


Finally, the Board last month appointed a 
special task force of three of its own 
members to work with the 1992 AIA 
Convention Committee and other BSA 
groups planning special events and 
celebrations for the BSA’s 125th anniver- 
sary in June.

AIA Documents 
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Nakazawa appointed to 
Designer Selection Board 


On the recommendation of AIA Massa- 
chussetts (formerly the Massachusetts 
Council/AlA), Governor Weld has ap- 
pointed Paul Nakazawa AIA to the State’s 
Designer Selection Board for a two-year 
term. 


Nakazawa, Principal at Moshe Safdie & 
Associates in Boston, succeeds David 
Tobias AIA as the AIA Massachusetts 
appointee. Nakazawa joins three other 
architects — Cameron Roberts AIA, Peter 
Tsokanis AIA, and Board Chairman Russel 
Feldman — on the Board, which also 
includes two engineers, a contractor, and a 
lay member. 


Will things get better or 
worse in the long run? 


A few years ago the national AIA under- 
took an interesting project called “Vision 
2000” — a thorough attempt to understand 
the current status of architects and 
architecture in America and to examine 
current social trends with an eye toward 
predicting a usable future for the profes- 
sion.

The results of this extensive effort 
by the AIA were published two years ago 
in four accessible reports. As our economy 
shifts radically, much of the material in 
these reports can now be read in a slightly 
different and quite interesting light.

* “The Implications of Change: A Vision 
2000 Survey” — the 1988 report on the 
AIA/Louis Harris Opinion Survey on the 
impact of cultural trends on architecture 
(30 pp.; #30) 


* “Vision 2000: The Challenge of Change” 
— asummary report that identifies 
prospective challenges facing architects 
(56 pp.; #31) 


* “Architects for a New Century” — the 
Vision 2000 conference report on the roles 
and needed skills of 21st-century archi- 
tects (89 pp.; #60)

Most offices have now made the difficult 
decisions. Most are functioning in a stable, 
albeit more limited way. There seems to 
be some new projects on the horizon. With 
national elections coming closer, the 
government is talking of new pump- 
priming programs and slowly, unfortu- 
nately too slowly, the banking situation is 
getting resolved. 


It seem like we will very slowly work 
ourselves out of this mess. 


Like everyone else, the BSA has been 
similarly affected. Less income has forced 
a significant reduction in staff although the 
need for more services to help support 
those most affected by this economy 
continues to grow. | am continually 
impressed by the dedication of our staff. 
They are working longer hours without 
additional compensation, and often without 
appreciation, to supply the support the 
profession now needs. Special thanks 
should go to Kristen Antonuccio, Robert 
DeVeau, Richard Fitzgerald, Stephanie 
Jones-Bramble, Alexandra Lee and Penny 
Mitchell.

Recent changes to the EPA NESHAP (National 
Emission Standards for Hazardous Air 
Pollutants) state that the owner or operator of a 
facility undergoing demolition or renovation 
activity must first thoroughly inspect the facility 
for the presence of friable and nonfriable 
asbestos-containing material. This regulation 
excludes residential structures with four or 
fewer units. The regulation requires that the 
EPA Regional Office be notified in writing 10 
days prior to the demolition or renovation 
regardless of whether or not asbestos materials 
have been found. Owners and operators who 
knowingly violate NESHAP are subject to fines 
of up to $25,000 per day and/or criminal 
prosecution. .. EPA defines owner or operator 
as “any person who owns, leases, operates, 
controls or supervises the facility being 
demolished or renovated or any person who 
owns, leases, operates, controls or supervises 
the demolition or renovation operation, or both.”
